(a) AUTHORIZATION.—The President is authorized

and requested to award the Medal of Honor under section

teer Infantry Regiment for his acts of valor as one of An-

drews Raiders during the Civil War on April 12, 1862.

(b) WAIVER OF TIME LIMITATIONS.—The award of
the Medal of Honor under subsection (a) shall be made
without regard to section 3744 of title 10, United States
Code, or any other time limitation with respect to the

awarding of certain medals to persons who served in the

Armed Forces.
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
